HISTORY OF THE CONFERENCE 



How the Pennsiflmnia State Normal School Stadent 
^ " Y/ M^ Conference Received Its Start. 

At the big Summer Conference of Student Y. M. C. A.'s held at Silver Bay-on-Lake Georgre last June, were dele- 
gates from the colleges of tlie New England and Middle Atlantic Statea. Among the delegalions were those from 
rix of the thirteen Normals of Pennsylvania. These representatives were drawn together 'bjr a bond of common . 
intei^s^s comin^r from the realMation that the problems of the Christian Association in a teacher-trainiiig college 
is peculiar to -Uiemselves. Qmsidering the fact that with 1920 our State Normals are on a collegiate basis, brinip- 
in^ an added respoiUBibility for TRUE teacher-training, these six delegations conceiyed tiie idea tkUt tliese prol>* 
lems could best be considered in a conference composed of Y. M. C. A. Cabinet officials from wtch Normal by bring- 
ing them in touch with the leaders of large faith and big e^^rience as met at Silver Bay^ Since it would be less 
possible tiian itnpractical f or iue^ visit eAch sehooft, a SUt^ Xkna^eim aeemedjA only solntibii «Bd M» 

ceive^l harmonious encouragement from each delegate. ^ 

The need of the conference being established, the next move was to decide the place, and many factors entered • 
into this. The Mansfield Y. M. C. A. was represented by George E. Hunt, and was the only delegation brin^^ng 
lin invitation frioin the^Sfehool and local Association. While the physical disadvantages of meeting at Mansfield 
were acknowledged, yet it was the only Association having a Y, M. C. A. House. This was dedicated April 27, 
1920. In honor of this fact and because Mansfield offered to bear the expenses of local entertainment, it was 
unanimously agreed to call the Conference Kov. 5-7 at Mansfield. Program arrangements and all details w«re 1^ 
to he worked out by the Mansfield Association. 

The National and State Committees heartily welcomed the proposed conference and with Mr. W. H. Tinker, 
Student Secretary for the Middle Atlantic States, Mr. J. B. Carruthers, State Secretary, and Mr. L. N. Miller, 
State Student Secretary, working on the prpgtam,., the advance arrangements were well executed and a group ot 
wortl^r leaders obtained. '
